point of order against the bill on the 
ground th a t It was not a proper bill 
to be considered under suspension of 
the rules. 
The speaker overruled the 
point of order and on an appeal from 
the decision of the chair the speaker 
was sustained, 155 to 37. 
W hen the question 
w as taken on 
ordering a second reading Mr. Cock- 
ran dem anded tellers, the vote show­ 
ing a very large 
proportion rn favor 
126 to 17. 
T he bill w as then debated for forty 
m inutes and after 
two am endm ents 
were unanim ously agreed to, the bill 
was passed. 
An am endm ent was adopted provid­ 
ing th a t the requirem ents of Section 
9 shall not apply to aliens who shall 
hereafter deciare their 
intention to 
become citizens and who shall m ake 
hom estead entries 
upon th e 
public 
lands of tile United States and comply 
in all respects with the law s providing 
for hom estead entries on such lands. 
Provisions of the Measure. 


T he bill as passed 
provides for a 
bureau of naturalization at W ashing­ 
ton, which shall furnish all blanks for 
use and keep a record of all naturali­ 
zations. 
It requires 
an applicant to 
file petition for naturalization ninety 
days before 
it is acted upon 
by a 
court. 
It prohibits any naturalization 
thirty days before 
any general elec­ 
tions. 
It authorizes the United States 
district attorney to appear and cross­ 
exam ine 
applicants 
and 
witnesses. 
it adds the 
additional qualifications 
that applicants m ust be able to speak 
English before receiviqg Anal papers 
arid they m ust sw ear th a t they Intend 
to reside perm anently In the United 
States. 
It also provides a procedure for the 
the cancellation of fraudulent certifi­ 
cates. 
In m any particulars 
It was a “red 
letter day” la tile house, not only in 
the num ber of bills passed, but in th*' 
general character 
of the legislation 
enacted. 
T he house 
refused to pass 
a bill 
leasing to a private firm or corpora­ 
tion the right to mine coal on the is­ 
land of Batan, In the Philippine group, 
although 
it w as stated 
th a t such a 
lease would decrease th e am ount paid 
by tho governm ent very considerably. 
For two hours the 
house worked 
under suspension 
of the rules 
and 
then the rest of th e day w as taken up 
with the passage 
of bills by unani­ 
mous consent.
